Though only half the chicks hatched 


in Missouri are raised to maturity, 
most of the losses are preventable, 
according to M. A. Seaton of the Mis- 
souri College of Agriculture. 


At the present time under ordinary 


farm conditions the colony system of 
brooding chicks is preferable. 
The 


temperature should be about 100> de- 
grees Fahrenheit when the chicks are 
placed in the brooder, and then grad- 
ually decreased to suit the need of 


I the chicks. If ample room is supplied 
' the chicks will regulate their heat by 


either crowding closer to the stove or 
by moving away. 


An abundant supply of clean, fresh 


water should be kept before the chicks 
at all times in some form of suitable 
drinking fountains. 
Do not put the 


water in an open vessel, such as a 
saucer, or tbe chicks will get into It 
and become chilled. 


Feeding is a very important factor 


in chick raising. 
Do not feed the 


chick until it is fifty hours old or old- 
er, as the yolk is taken into the chick's 
body just before it is hatched and so 
ample food is present for some time. 
The first feed should be composed of 
a few grains of clean sand or fine 
chick grit, fed in a flat pan or spread 
on a cardboard. This should be fol- 
lowed with a feed of rolled oats and 
bread crumbs, and for the first few 
days of the chick's life they should be 
given three or four feeds of rolled 
oats and one feed of hard-boiled eggs. 
The rolled oats should gradually be 
replaced with some form of grain mix- 
ture, either cornmeal, chick food or 
any form of fine grain mixture.

THE FIELD MUSEUM 


The exhibits at the World's ]Falr, 


"Chicago, in 1893, offered an exception- 
al opportunity for the founding of a 
museum as an everlasting memorial of 
this great International affair and to 
preserve its endless antiquities. To 
start and further this movement, Mar- 
shall Field, Chicago's merchant prince, 
donated $1,000,000, and the exhibits 
•desired were selected and placed on 
•display in the Art palace on the expo- 
sition grounds. 


When Mr. Field died in 1006 he left 


$4,000,000 additional for a building to 
be erected on a permanent site, and 
another $4,000,000 to provide for its 
maintenance. 
The great, imposing,

gia marble—covering eleven acres of

In Chicago, the Field Museum of Na- j 
tural History, is the result. 


Inside, the world, it might be said, 


awaits your inspection. 
One room 


holds the exhibits which show the ad- 
vances made by men of ancient times 
that led up to the present civilization; 
another displays Egyptian antiquities 
without end; a third, bronze and an- 
cient glassware from Rome. Another 
section contains displays representing 
the early races of North and South 
America and the Pacific islands. A 
highly instructive exhibit is that which 
shows various birds, animals, flsh and 
reptiles artistically grouped In their 
natural habitats. One hall is packed 
with exhibits from China. The habit 
of growth and structural makeup of 
many flowers and seeds is shown in, 
an extremely Interesting fashion. The 
•display of woods from various parts 
of the world and the products made 
from wood Is extensive. 
Numerous 


examples of meteorites and crystals, 
and models showing the workings of 
mines of many kinds, are shown. Eth- 
nological and geological collections 
from Africa, India, Japan and other 
far-away lands contain many curious 
objects. 


The entire world was searched and 


everything which the authorities con- 
sidered as worthy appears to have 
been brought to this central headquar- 
ters for the public to view and study. 
The carcass of a monstrous herbivor- 
ous dinosaur which roamed the earth 
centuries ago is perhaps the oldest In- 
habitant; the skeleton of a monster 
whale is perhaps the largest single ex-

Most 
men who use

spreader are agreed that It is a profit- 
able piece of farm machinery, but the 
greater number will also admit that 
It Isn't kept going enough of the time. 


There are several distinct advan- 


tages in the use of a manure spread- 
er. One of the most attractive fea- 
tures of course is that the horses do 
the unloading, and this is indeed a 
real advantage. 
However, the fact 


that manure can be spread uniform- 
ly is one of the best reasons for the 
use of this machine. This is of par- 
ticular value in top-dressing wheat 
with manure. If wheat is given a 
light coating of manure during the 
early winter tUere will be an increase 
not only in the grain crop, but also in 
the stand of grass or clover follow- 
ing. 


The Improvement in grass and clo- 


ser stands and the increased cer- 
tainty of maintaining the regular ro- 
tation 
without 
serious 
interruption, 


should be of sufficient value to pay 
the cost of manure spreader in a very 
short time, says F. L. D-uley of the 
Missouri College of 
Agriculture. A 


manure spreader, howe\er, is profit- 
able only when used. It won't help 
much while standing in the barnyard 
while the manure pile decays. 


Ohio Farmers Grow 100 


Bushels Corn to Acre 


Extension specialists at Ohio State 


university have compiled the experi- 
ence of the forty Ohio farmers who 
in the last six years have succeeded 
in growing 100 or more bushels of 
corn to the acre on ten acres. The 
tabulation shows that of all those who 
have 
made the 
"Hundred 
Bushel 


club," 68 per cent planted corn fol- 
lowing clover; 48 per cent manured 
the land; 65 per cent used mixed fer- 
tilizer; 48 per cent used acid phos- 
phate and 35 per cent used acid phos- 
phate and manure. Fifty-five per cent 
of the successful contestants planted 
their corn In checks, and 45 per cent 
in drills; 65 per cent planted yellow 
corn and 35 per cent planted white 
varieties. The facts are presented In 
detail in a recent Issue of "Timely 
Soil Topics" published by the uni- 
versity. One thing the figures show Is 
that to raise 100 or more bushels of 
corn to the acre is more than a per- 
formance; it Is excellent business. 
High yields to the acre cut down over- 
head, and reduce the bushel cost. 
W. H. Gilmore, who broke all known 
records last summer by raising 134 
bushels to the acre on ten acres, 
cleared nearly 50 cents a bushel.

It lias been estimated that the aver- 


age dairy cow iu this country pro- 
duces yearly about 4,000 pounds of 
milk containing about 100 pounds of 
butterfat. 
Selection, 
feeding 
and 


breeding, says the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, could double 
this low average. 
Doubling the pres- 


ent average production would make it 
possible to furnish the present supply 
of$lairy products, with fewer cows and 
at a much less cost. 


Average Income. 


'A study of yearly butterfat and in- 


come records oi 18,014 cow-testing as- 
sociation cows for the period 1910 to 
1920 
showed that the cows giving 100 


pounds of butterfat a year produced 
an average income for the farmer 
above feed cost of about $10; at 200 
pounds of butterfat a year the income 
above feed cost averaged about $42; 
at 300 pounds a year the income aver- 
aged about $72; and at 400 pounds of 
butterfat the average income was 
about $106 a year per cow. While the 
cows in the last class averaged four 
times as much in production as those 
in the first class, they gave an aver- 
age income over cost of feed that was 
more than ten times as great. A tab- 
ulation of the records of dairy cows 
from those districts where the prod- 
uct was sold as milk showed similar 
results. 
In all cases the high-pro- 


ducing groups were the profitable pro- 
ducers from the standpoint of income 
over cost of feed. 


Largest Gains Obtained. 


The groups of high-producing cows 


were also the groups that produced 
milk and butterfat economically from 
the standpoint oi" cost of feed per 
pound of butterfat or per 100 pounds of 
milk. 
As production increased from 


the lowest-producing to the highest- 
producing 
groups, 
the 
feed 
cost 


per unit of production went down, rap- 
idly at first, but more slowly as pro- 
duction reached a high average. 
In 


the economical production of milk and 
butterfat, the largest gains are to he 
obtained through 
I he culling out of 


those cows that produce less than 4,000 
pounds of milk, containing less than 
160 pounds of butterfat.

Small Fruits Bring Best 
Price When Well Handled i 
"It is considered advisable to pick | 


strawberries, raspberries and 
oilier ' 


small fruits, as far as possible, in i 
the cooler part of the day, early morn- ' 
ing being preferable," says R. A. Mc- 
Ginty of the Colorado Agricultural col- 
lege. 
"As soon as picked, the ber- 


ries should be carried into a cellar or 
at least into the shade where they 
will remain as cool as possible. They 
should not be left where the sun will 
shine upon them, as, after such ex- 
posure, they will not stand up as 
well In shipping and marketing as 
when properly handled. 
When sub- 


jected to beat, decomposition proc- 
esses set in and the berries are soon 
unfit for use. 


"Grading and packing should be done! 


in a cool place. The best growers find 
that It pays to do a certain amount 
of grading even with these fruits. All 
defnrineri or over-ripe berries, or for- 
eign material of any kind should be 
removed. 
Attention to this improves 


not onl,\ the appearance of the berries, 
which is important, but affects their 
keeping qualities as well. 


"Improvement of appearance is also 


obtained by facing the top layer of ber- 
ries in each box so that they will pre- 
sent their best side. 


"G-ood berries, properly handled and/ 


neatly packed in attractive contain- 
ers, rarely fall to bring a good price, 
and please the customer who gets 
them." 


Sudan Grass Is Superior 


to Many Other Grasses 


Because of Its ability to withstand 


drought and hot weather during the 
summer months sudan grass is su- 
perior to other grasses and has at- 
tained popularity as a summer pas- 
ture crop. It furnishes good pasture 
for cattle, horses, sheep, and hogs. 
It is not advisable to start pasturing 
until the crop is about a foot high so 
that the crop can become firmly root- 
ed in order to stand tramping and 
pulling.

Owner Fails to Realize 


High Cost of Milk. v 


From the number of "hoarder" cows 


found upon many of our dairy farms, 
one misfit think that their owners 
grow so fond of these three-tinted, 
dry-six-months-a-year, 
perarabu&tlng 


feed bins that no cost is too great If 
they can he kept stuffed with "good 
feed. 
In return for this treatment 


each 
"boarder" presents 
the world 


witli n calf fully as worthless as its 
mother, dirties the milk pail for a 
few months, and eventually sends her 
owner to the window marked "Loans,"" 
r.vthor than to the one marked "De- 
posits." 


In most cases, however, it is not th« 


owner's affection for scrubs but his 
failure to realize the nigh cost of pro- 
ducing milk with these cows, that 
keeps them in comfort on the farm 
when they shou'd be in the stock 
yards awaiting their nirn to increase- 
the supply of hamburger. If use is 
made of the information contained In 
bulletin No. 244 of the University of 
Illinois agricultural 
experiment sta- 


tion, many of those "hoarders" will 
be pried loose from iheir comfortable 
homes and starter] on n long journey, 
the last stage of which will he made 
in a nice cool refrigerator car. 


This publication reports in detail 


the feed cost (exclusive of pasture) 
of producing milk and bulterfat with 
1,005 Holstein cows (opt on practical 
dairy farms. It compares the cost Of 
feed for cows of one production level 
with the cost of feed for cows of 
various other production levels. 
The 


method of comparison is based upon 
digestible nutrients in the feed con- 
sumed and may 
be used however 


much the prices of fends may fluc- 
tuate. 


It. was found that the feed con- 


sumed per 100 pounds of milk produced, 
decreased at an ever-decreasing rate 
as production Increased. Figures are 
presented showing the relative feed 
cost of production for cows of vari- 
ous yields. For Instance, it Is shown 
that for a 3,000-pound cow, the feed 
cost of producing TOO pounds of milk- 
Is one and two-thirds times ns much 
as for a 10,000-pound cow. 
With this- 


great variation in cost, it may he seen 
why a dairyman with n low-producing, 
herd makes little or no profit. Th«: 
bulletin may be- obtained by writing, 
to the Agricultural 
Experiment sta-
